Horace rested iu tUo assuranco that in 
his workB be bad left a monument more 
durable than bjrass, and most of us lavo 
noticed in St. Pftul's tbe absence of a 
monument to Sir Obristopher Wren ac 
counted for hy' •vwnur/ienlwn .si qna-ris civ- 
cumitpice," sinco tlio ovii'.enco of lu3 
nins wasconspicuona nt a gluuco. Not 
80, bowovor, with tl.o foundor of tlio 
thiivinij comiuninty kuowa as Bntith 
Columbia. Tho benodts bo conferrcil aro, 
with logatcl to area loo extenilocl, aiul 
witk regard to postority too remote to bo 
properly understood without much travel 
and more reflection. Hence it is tbat tho 
publio are determined to have a memorial 
of tbe late Sir James Douglas, tangible 
and durable, and so free from polemics or 
politics that all can contribute a stone to 
ita erection. The gentlcmon who Ro ro- 
oemtly ndvertiscd in this paper for sub 
BOi-iplions with that view ave entitled to 
nil tho erodit of hciu^ I ho lirst to propose 
the matter to an e.xpooting publio, aud it 
jnu- 1 uut occa.siou suvin-ise if in tbeir znal 
they associated two worthy objects, in 
themselves distinct it not heterogeneoas. 
Tbe names attached to the ndvortisemcut 
are a sulBoient guarantee that an .'-iipeal 
to their good sense is all that ia wanted 
to secure their yalucd assistaoeein a more 
general movement. The dolemma in 
which these Renllemen were placed will 
bo easily uQderstood in this way. One 
person nays, "let ns have a statue at Gov- 
orumeut ilLiildiug.i;" anotlier, "anoboli.^;

If we wish fully to buc- 
ceed in this matter let ua oxoreiae towards 
tbe various opinions, and even prejudices 
of others, as much aa we cun of that gen- 
tle dc'fereneo and wise forbearance socoB- 
spicuon;, IU the man whose memory wo 
wl^h to ixM-petuato. Let Victoria and its 
lloviil City through their Mayor.-;, and 
the' ouilyiiif,' iliHtricts tlirongh llii-ir Iciid- 
iatx moij, e(-iivono meetings at which cjpen 
diseuss oii will no doubt lend to a iJructlcal 
a d afsfiictory conclu ion. And waile fir 
from desirous of iuourriug the cuargo of 
presumption by autioipatiog tho public 
v«rdicf.. leuring lest if we did so a tbou- 
sand Majbetlis would spring to their pen.-, 
if uol to their feet, exclain-ing, ''taku any 
shape but that!" wo may , however, vo;i- 
tnro to coucliule these obsorvatioiiH with a 
Mnp|p sui.'ge.stiiiii.

Voting ontbia By-law will eomo oil' to- 
day between the hours of 9 and 5.

John Kennedy. 

Dr, Matthews being sworn, said ho saw 
Kennedy on Monday afternoon; ho at- 
tended hiui for wounds on his head; ho 
had tsvo scalp wouuils and a wound over 
hid eye; thoisO wounds would bo infliotod 
by any blunt instrument; the marling- 
spike produced would be likely to make 
such wounds. 

In answer to Mr. Drake witness said 
tho wounds might have been inflicted by 
having hi.s head knocked against a round 
beam or any smooth surface. 

Mr. Drake said tho case laid by tho 
prosecutor was incorrect and he would 
call witnesses to prove it, and that the 
prosecntor btruck the defendant first. 

The Court thou heard the ohargo of as- 
sault against John Kennedy. 

Christopher Storey being aworn said lie 
had heard his iufornuition read and it was 
correct. He. added that iifter Kennedy 
struck hi u :liey both had a sculllo, but hu 
did not hit Kennedy with any weapon; ho 
admitted thai i o uaiid hands and boots as 
well as ho know how. After this ho saw 
Kennedy go on tho deck without a lam]) 
or lautorn; ho must havo boon on tho dock 
(■'omo 15 or 20 n -inutes; ho eamo back into 
tho cabin and 1. ut on some of his tliiui^s 
and said ho wn-i going to kill tho witness 
before daylight, and told him to waii till 
ho got ready; tho witness then got uj} and 
went ou deck and was standing loaning 
over the gangway looking at Iho Eoyai 
City when ho saw Kennedy pass np to the 
main deck with a lamp in onu hand and 
something in tho other; but could iiotsny 
Mh, it it Wiis; ho thought at tho timo that 
Kennedy had been looking after him; he 
hud been to bed before the row, and had 
his boots on. 

Mr. Drake drew the attention of the 
Court to tho way the complainant's ovi- 
donco was contradicted both by Mr. El- 
liott (his own witness) and also by tho 
witntuaos for ttio defendant. lie sworo 
that ho had hold of the lanyard of tho 
marling^piko in his hand when ho was 
Btruck the third blow, and yet after this 
he told Mr, Elliott and Batier that he bad 
been struck with a bottle; Iho evidence of 
tho jilaintilTis most certainly against tho 
use of tho mariing.'--,pike.Iii this case there 
is plenty of evidence to provo that tho 
quarrel was commenced by tho complain- 
ant's luuguago towards tho defendant, and 
he did not think that the case had been 
proved at all. 

His Honor considered that in the caso 
against Storey there may havo boon a lit- 
tle provocation, but it v.'as a most coward- 
ly and unmanly thing to kick another. 
Ho did not feel certain that the marling- 
spiko had been used or ho would aoud tho 
caso up for trial; from Storey's own evi- 
dence it was quite certain that be lost bis 
tempor and used great violo'ioejho would 
fine Story ^?2ij or ono month's iniprison- 
lueut.

The Apostles of Obstraction in Falia- 
ment. 

Twelve months ago tbe names of 
these gentlemen were scarcely known 
beyond tho circles of their intimate 
friends and those who had read daily 
every word of tho Paliainontary re- 
ports. To (lav liicy aro bette-r known, 
and are more frequently bpi:)keii about 
that many of the gentlemen %vho are 
supposed to rule English destinies. In 
tho midst of attacks from all sides, in 
s])ite of anger and ridicule, in the face 
of G(il) foos, open or concealed inside 
(he HciuBo, and tho bitter hostility of 
millions outside, Biggar and Parnell 
pursue tho even tenor of their way, un 
moved, unshaken and unruffled. 

PARNELL. 

This gentleman, who is now under 
thirty V'aars of ago, is descended from 
an ancient Irish family. On tho jnder- 
mil nido ho can ebiiiu an illuatrious 
ancestry. His great grandfather was 
Sir John Pariioll, a man whoso name 
figures often in tho [lageH of Sir Jonah 
Barringtou and of other writers who 
describe tho jioiiod when the Irish 
Parliament was iiiiilod with that of 
England. Sir John Pnruell was iu 
1800 one of the most diatinguisbod 
members of tho Irish Legislature. Ho 
was a good speaker; ho Inula high 
charaiitor, and for no loss than soven- 
tceu years ho bad occupied tho olUoo 
of Irish tJlianoellor of the .Kxchequor. 
In all movements of a popular kind 
ho had taken his part. When the vol- 
unteers were enrolled in 1782, Sir John 
Pariicll was tho coiamaiulor of tho 
Maryhorougli iiihuitry, onoof tho bold- 
est of tho voluiiti.'er corps, iii IStlO, 
when Castlereagh brought in his bill 
of union, Sir John Parncli, notwith- 
standing iiiimoiiso ])res9uve and enor- 
mous temiitalitms, was tvuo to the 
cnuKo of his country— gavo up his 
oflico, and, to tho last luoiuoiil., bitterly 
opposed tho dostruction oy his country's 
indepciidoiico. 

Snuic thirlv or Ihirly-livo years ngo 
a gniiulKoii of Sir Johii Parnell, travel- 
ling ill tho United States found himself 
at Washington; there ho met tlio 
daugbtorof Admiral Stewart, "t)hl 
Ironsides," and was thoro inarried to 
her. Of rtuoh pareiil:; and cuiuh ancestry 
comes Charles Stewart ParuoU. Mr. 
FaifQell paid a viBit last ^ear tQ the 



United States, where bis mother re- 
sides, iu company with Mr. O'Connor 
Power, M. P., to present an address 
from tlie Irish nation to tho Amerioan 

people. 

HTfJ Al'PK.MlANClC. 

Mr. Parnell is a tall, slightjman.with 
a face and manner of tho utmost tran- 
quility. His features ore delicate, hi.s 
voice usually gentle and eveu-toiied, 
and, whatever the storm around him, 
his tcin])cr remains equable and un- 
rullled. Indeed, at lirst sight and with 
close observation, Mr. Parnell would 
])as3 for a more than usually quiet 
English gentleman. Nor in accent any 
more than faco or niannr^r, has ho au}*- 
thiug indicalivo of his character. 
Trained iu un I'jn.glisii school, nnd at 
Cambridge Uiiiveisity, ho speaks with 
something of an English accent, oc- 
casionally, perhaps, dashfd with tbe 
slightest soupcou of American nasal- 
ism. Owner of largo landed estates in 
tho county of Wicklow, inheriting 
strong national feeling, he, at tho very 
outset of his career, threw himself 
heart and soul into the national ranks. 
While quite a t-tiipling he stood for 
county Dublin in tho popular interest. 
Ho was defeated. lion tho death of 
John Martin loft a vacancy in the 
county Meath ne again sought olection, 

^ this timo was successful. Finally, 
LT. Parnell does not belong to the 
arae religion as the majority of his 
oUow countrymen — he is a Protestant. 

BIGGAll. 

Mr. Biggar, iu ajipearauco and man- 
ner, is much it^ss terrible than his re- 
putation. Ho is a small, delicate 
looking I'.ian, with a manner not en- 
tirely free from basbfulness, which he 
possessed from his earliest youth. He 
is a native of the iitovinco of Ulster, 
having been boru near Belfast in the 
county of Antrim. He is descended 
froui Scottish ancestry, his forefathers 
having crossed over at the settlement 
of Ulster by English and Scottish emi- 
grants. Ho is sprung from the people, 
his father having boon a tenant 
farmer, and ho owes his present posi- 
tion to his own energies and success in 
business pursuits. He came to the 
Northern Athens a poor boy in com 
pauy with three brothers. All entering 
mcrcautilo houses as clerks they work- 
ed their way on until they were able to 
enter business for themselves. Com- 
mencing as export pork merchants 
they soon amassed competencies. The 
brothers were always known as advanc- 
ed liberals and active members of tho 
political organization ot that j^arty in 
Belfast. ]'"'roiii an early ijeriou ilr. 
JSiggar Inid preieijaiuns to enter Par- 
liuinent, and at the time Mr. Gladstone 
dissolved on the Irish Church question 
Biggar came forward from Belfast 
as a Liberal, the Orange interest being 
too strong in the borough. When 
Jlr. Disraeli appealed to the country 
at tho last general election, Biggar 
camo forward for tho County af Cavan, 
on Homo Rule and 'J'enant Right 
jiriuciplos, ami with ;\Ir. Fay, carried 
the County , being the lirst timo since 
tho Union tiiat tho Conservative or 
Landlord party were defeated. He is, 
by no means, a good or fiueut speaker, 
but he has, like most of the Scotch 
birth, or ancestry, great doggedness 
of character iiiul iudomiLablo persover- 
auce. lie is a man of good education, 
his father having; giv(:n all his sons a 
good pro])aratory training in one of 
the best grammar schools of tbe country 
whore tlio writer of this imperfect 
sketch lirst met the subject of it as a 
fellow sludent. Ho was a boy of taci. 
turn disposition, but, with those ho 
was intimate, a kindly, good natured 
fellow, und a warm friend. Since his 
entry into l^^rliament, he has made 
himself somewhat disay:reeablo by bis 
(,'ccentrieiiy (d'cundiiet, and he is pro- 
bably, the most hated individual in tho 
House ef Commons. His notable and 
di.scourttous act of directing the atten- 
tion of tho Speaker to tbe presence of 
stiungors when tbe Piiiice of Wales 
was in tho House drew clown upon him 
iilinost universal ill-will. Ever since 
ho has be'cii tho constant Hiiliject of 
lampoons in every concoivablo kind iu 
the comic papers. He is vry blunt 
in speech, never bridles his tongue, 
and being strongly imbued with tho 
piiticijjlcsof 1798 his utterances even 
in Piirliiiinent are veiy otreusive, to 
iMigli.slinien especially. Ho was a Ro- 
piiblieau in his schoolboy days and ho 
is Bu still.although Uko other men, like 
Chamberlain of Birmingham, he did 
not sciuple to take tho oath of allegi- 
ance. Bidongiiig to a Presbj'terian 
family — Covenaulers at that — and 
being always prominent in all move- 
ments connected with tho Presbyterian 
cdiiircdi, ho nst'jiiislK d peoplo not a 
litlle lately by einliraciiig tho Catholic 
faith at tbe linuds the Cardinal Arch- 
bishop of Westiuiuisler, Df. ;\lanuiiig. 
'J'his is tho latest, and to those who 
knew him well, the most antonisbing 
phase of tho honorable gentleman's 
chutiieler. Thin is, indeed, tho only 
dc]iartitre froi.i early principles with 
which he can be charged. Mr. Biggar 
is ill the priiiK) of life, being only about 
forty years of age. 

There are others who have aided 
^lessrs. Parnell and Biggar in their 
obstruction' policy, but they only par- 
tially support these two members in 
their straage ouurse.
